Ico  cream  production  in  the  United  States  in  November  was  estimated  at 
hll, 990, 000  gallons:  U percent  above  that  of  November  195^  and  11  percent  over  the 

1953-57  average  Oor  the  month.  This  represents  the  greatest  production  on  record 
for  the  month,  the  Crop  ^^eporting  Foard  reports, 

Pro'^uction  declined  l6  percent  Orom  October  to  November  this  year,  compared 
with  19  percent  at  this  time  last  ■'^car  and  lit  percent  on  the  average  in  the  period 
1953-57*  Temperat’-ircs  were  colder  than  average  during  November  in  most  of  the  coun- 
trv  except  California,  Arizona,  and  some  areas  on  the  A*tlantic  Coast,  Sharply  lower 
temperatures  pre-'/ailed  in  an  area  extending  from  Idaho  to  the  Great  Lakes  and  Texas. 

Compared  with  November  a year  ago,  production  levels  were  higher  in  all  regions 
except  the  East  North  Central  which  was  1 percent  lower  and  the  k/est  North  Central 
where  output  was  off  10  percent.  Increases  varied  from  3 percent  in  the  Mountain 
States  to  10  percent  in  both  the  North  Atlantic  and  the  Pacific,  Output  was  U per- 
cent larger  in  the  South  Central  States  and  0 percent  greater  in  the  South  Atlantic, 
Substantial  increases  vrerc  shown  in  the  three  leading  ice  cream-producing  states: 

11  percent  in  California,  9 percent  in  Pennsylvania,  and  13  percent  in  New  York, 

Ice  cream  production  was  above  the  5-ycar,  1953-57?  average  for  the  month  in 
all  regions  except  the  Iiicst  North  Central,  whore  it  ’jas  3 percent  loss.  Increases 
ranged  from  6 percent  in  the  South  Central  States  to  23  percent  ih  the  South  Atlan- 
tic, ■ Production  was  up  12  oercent  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region  and  19  j^ercent  in 
the  Pacific.  Increases  in  the  leading  states  were  21  percent  in  California,  5 per- 
cent in  Pennsylvania,  and  Ih  percent  in  New  York.  Production  was  8 percent  more  in 
the  last  North  Central  Region  and  9 percent  larger  in  the  Mountain,

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Production  of  ice  milk  in  the  United  States  in  November,  estimated  at  6,3U9>000 
gallons,  was  7 percent  more  than  in  November  1998  and  3U  percent  greater  than  the 
1993-9?  average  for  the  month.  The  cumulative  total  outnut  for  the  first  11  months 
this  '''■ear  nras  up  6 percent  from  the  corresponding  period  last  year  and  37  percent 
from  the  1993-97  average. 

Ice  milk  production  was  larger  than  in  November  1998  in  all  regions  except  the 
Nest  North  Central,  where  it , was  slightly  less,  and  the  .South  Central,  where  it  was 
unchanged.  The  increase  was  small  in  the  South  Atlantic  States,  while  it  was  sharp 
in  all  the  remaining  regions.  The  seasonal  decline  from  October  to  November' this 
year  was  30  percent,  compared  T,jith  33  'percent  last  vear  and  an  average  of  28  percent 
in  the  period  1993-97.

The  January-November  outpn.t  tnis  year  ras  7 percent  more  than  in  the 
first  11  months  of  1998  and  13  percent  more  than  the  average  for  these  months.  The 
decreasp  between  October  and  November  was  29  percent,  compared  with  an  average  sea- 
sonal decline  of  2k  percent  between  the  1993-97  averages  for  these  months.

United  States  production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  uith  fats 
and  oils  other  than  milkfat  "'uring  November  totaled  2,3P^^OOO  gallons.  This  esti- 
mate was  7 percent  more  than  in  November  195?  and  35  percent  greater  than  the 
1953-57  average  for  the  month.  The  January-November  production  this  vear  vras  9 per- 
cent more  than  in  the  first  11  months  of  last  year  and  39  percent  greater  than  the 
average  for  this  period. 

Increases  in  Pcllorine  production  from  November  195^  occurred  in  all  important- 
producing  states  except  Oklahoma  and  Texas,  where  output  decreased  moderately.  The 
decline  from,  October  to  November  was  29  percent,,  compared  with  a seasonal  decrease 
of  26  percent  at  this  time  last  year.
